DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EL'KOPE. 

Bei.gkadk, July 13. --(ion. Lesclijiiu- 
iu, who, accordiug to tho liitest iiitol- 
ligencG, bad penotriitod some distance 
iuto Pabiolieck, a province of Widden, 
yoaterday attacked the Turkish pusi- 
lions and captured several strategic 
points. The fighting lasted the whole 
day. The Servin.n loss was small. 
The Servians pursued tlio Turks to 
AViddin and captured a quantity of 
proviaions. The gate of Widdin is 
now" closed. 

LoOTON, July 14. — An influential 
deputation to wait ou Lord Derby on 
the Eastern question will iireseut a 
petition.aigned by Earl Russell as pa- 
tron of the league, in aid of the (Jhris- 
tians of Turkey, and reciting, among 
other things, that all Europe sympa- 
thizes with the oppressed Cluistiaus, 
while England alone supports their 
oppressors, thus meriting the taunt 
that their Ohristianitj is only a pro- 
fession and their love of liberty an 
empty boast. The petitioners pray 
Lord Derby, in the interest of peace, 
that he will withhoki English support 
moral and political, from the Sultan's 
government and permit the Christiana 
\qt ^tagtQ and Turkey to carve out 
toeir futuire" destiny without any 
foreign intervention whatever. 

Lord Derby this afternoon received 
the deputation of the Christian League, 
and severely criticized their memorial, 
though in the main ho expressed sym- 
pathy with their objects. In regard 
to the atrocities, he said doubtless 
both sides had committed them. John 
Bright presented the memorial iu fa- 
vor of strict neutrality, except when it 
muy be possible to interpose friendly 
offices to mitigate the horrors and has- 
ten the close of the conflict. Replying 
Lord Derby said as far as human fore- 
sight could discern, a general war was 
a most unlikely result fi jm the pre- 
sent conflict. He had refused to ad- 
here to the Berlin memorandum be- 
cause it was a compromiao between 
Powers who were desirious of acting 
together, yet not quite eager. He did 
not think that the compro;ni8e would 
instantly work. He felt sure that tho 
Porte would not accept it nor 
eren the insurgents. The rendez- 
TO'us of the fleet in Besika Bay 
■WB8 not England's initiative; but of 
all ambassadors at Constantinople who 
wanted to be protected against event 
ualities and against tho mas.sftcrc of 
British and other subjects Franco 
aadl Italy, for flnaneial and other 
reasons, do not desire war. Germany 
has no direct interest in tho ijuostiou. 
England will not make war. Austria, 
though peculiarly placed, will not 
break the peace. For reasons of self 
interest, a j)0werful party in Eusaia 
flyr&jjalihizea-with the Sdavomans and 
demi'b the erection of a Sclavonic Em- 
pire under Russiiui guidance and in- 
fluence, but that party is not iu power. 
Tho Czar is a sincere lover of j)oaco, 
and IliiBsia haw other reasons — her 
finances and tho extent of her Asian 
conquests for not wishing war. The 
understanding reached at Reichstadt 
was on tho basis of absolute non in- 
terference during the conflict, includ 
ing efl'orts iu favor of ])oace; but if 
any atepn should bo taken, tiioy would 
be iu concert with all tho powers. 
' England's endeavour is to keep the 
conflict within its pres<mt limits and 
to impress that view upon the others. 
Lord Lerby said he had no doubt of 
England's buccohs, and continued- 
all wo desire to HOC is fair play. If 
Turkey is defeated, we cannot help it. 
fWe'haYe guaranteed Turkey against 
luurder; hiit not suicide and sudden 
death. If an opportunity of mediation 
bSera, which opportunity may open 
now be athand wc slndl avail oursolvca 
of it. 

It is rumored that Cainnborough's 
painting of the Duchess of Devonshire, 
wbioh was out from its frame and 
stolen two months since, has been re- 
covered. 



EASTERN STATES. 
NiiWARK, N. J., July 13.— To-day 
three young (icrnian brothers, named 
richorn, who havo .been known as 
dosporate characturs, were arrested by 
tho police oflicorH for diH(n-dcrly con- 
duct. As tho oUicers attempted to 
march them off, the men drew revol- 
vers and shot officer Cloaden and fa- 
tal!" wounded olTRcer Dickorsou. Ea- 
cat)l:llg from the crowd, tho dospera- 
■ I adifl'^ont to Dawson's tannery where 
^eytclmefly worked. There tbey 



called for Meyer, the forem an, who 
had discharged them; but not finding 
him they commenced an indiscrimin- 
ate firing, which resulted in killing 
John Albers, assistant foronmn, and 
wounding two workmen. The om- 
ployeoB chased the murderers toward 
the river. In the pursuit the work- 
men used stones and knives, striking 
the murderers several times before 
they reached the river. The latter 
leaped iuto the river and attonjpted to 
escape, but wero stoned to death by 
the outraged workmou. Tiio wound- 
ed wero taken to the hospital; one 
named Fisher has died. Dickerson 
will not recover, and the wounded are 
in a [)recarious state. The body of one 
of tho Eichorns has been recovered 
from the river. It shows marks of 
bad cutting. Men are now engaged 
dragi^ing for the others. The shoot- 
ing had no connection with tho recent 
labor troubles here. Tho murderers 
were desperate characters, and shot 
innocent men out of more deviltry. 
During the excitement, E. "VV. Daw- 
sou, proprietor of the factory where 
tho .shooting occurred, was robbed of 
i!2,'2l50 in checks, ^Yhich ho was about 
to deposit. Policeman Dickerson, died 
of- his injuries at 5 o'clock. The 
deaths now number seven — policemen 
Elsden and Dickerson, the three 
Fichorns, Albers and a workman. 
The most intense excitement prevails 
iu the city and the summary action 
of the workmen is generally commend- 
ed. 



SOUTH AMERICA. 

Panama, July 12. -TherevolutiOD at 
Cuzzo, Peru, was suppressed with the 
loss of 30U lives. 

London, July 12.— In Ecuador, au 
attempt has been made to assasainatG 
Jaf>.!i iloutalo, a prominent loader of 
the advanced liberal party. The at- 
tempt was headed by a son of Emanu- 
el Gomez de la Tarre, Minister of 
Stale, who iu consequence has boon 
forced to resign. 

Peorciano Leiva, of 'Honduras, by 
the convention with Salvador, has re- 
nounced his title to the Presidency, 
and General Medina remains as pro- 
visional President. Peace is thus re- 
stored. 

A meeting has been hold iu Salvador 
in favor of Don Rafael, of Salvador, 
for the Presidency. 

Ex-President Guarda.of Costa Rica, 
was last seen at tho port of La Liberie, 
Salvador. He is supposed to be intent 
on securing tho aid of Gautemala in 
adjusting tho disputes between Costa 
liica and Nicaragua. 

In Nicaragua the report gains 
ground that Harry Meiggs, of Peru- 
vian railroad fame, is in treaty for the 
buildinfT of the Nicaragua inter-ocean- 
ic ship canal.

Taking stock is iilwaj's an iutorest-' 
iug event in a mercnutile house 
because it conveys to the firm a clear 
and ponaprehensive idea of the stand- 
in^^pj^e establishment. Books may 
be inoorreot and false balances may be 
Stfaefcj'bot all must yield-to the state- 
ment of the amotuiti of goods on hand 
when stock baa been taken. As with 
merchants so with governments — the 
' •stock'; of the latter being the result of 
their policy and of the working of their 
measures.' A merehant starts in busi- 
ness and diivea a "rushing!' trade for 
a little' while. Everyone exclaims, 
what a prosporoua man so-and-so is! 
But everyouo stands aghast when 
"Btouk is taken" and largo doticionciea 
are discoTcrod. Tbo Walkom Gov- 
ernniont was a "promising" IMinistry; 
but when "stock was taken" what a 
frightful state of affairs was diacloaed ! 
Money had been borrowed at illegal 
rates of interest. Debentures had 
been pledged for small temporary 
loans. Commissions bad been paid 
to a pet and favorite for procuring a 
loan that a Minister received ?'1000 a 
year to negotiate. The Province had 
been placed in debt to Canada; Cana- 
da had in consequence broken her 
railway bond, while the revenue had 
been pledged to Ganada for a small 
advance. Scores of contractors were 
unpaid; the trunk roads were falling 
into a state of ruin and decay, and 
there was not a dollar in the treasury 
to defray the cost of their repair. Such 
was the condition of the country when 
Parliament "took stock" six mouthH 
ago. It is not too much to say that 
ruin stared the people in the face, and 
tbe change of Ministry was effected 
just in time to save the Province from 
bankruptcy. Tbo present Govern- 
ment assumed tbo reins under most 
unfavorable auspices. Men actuated 
by any but patriotic motives would 
have shrunk from the task. And when 
it became evident that the late occu- 
pants of the Treasury Benches, who 
wore directly responsible for tbo sad 
condition of affairs, had formed a con- 
spiracy to defeat the beneficial mea- 
' sures proposed by the new Govern- 
ment, tbi5 public condemnod the conapi- 

• ratsrs, ulected tbo now Ministers by over- 
■whelming majorities, and havo eVor sincu 
favored them with their cuniideiioo. Six 
months linvo passed since Mr. Elliott 
o imo into power. Ho found Government- 
al affairs in a state of confusion border- 
ing on chaos. Hia uieiiHuros of reform 
were fought inch by inch by un Opposi- 
tion rendered desperate by their excluuiou 
from the sweets of office. But theMiniw 
try triumphed over all their enemies, and 
were "stock t»kon" to-morrow a very 
large amount of assets would be fouinl 
to stand to the credit of the Governmtnt. 
Let us review a few of tbe most pronii- 
nont of tbeir measures. They havo hud 
the subsidies rehjusod from pawn and the 
public bnildiags inadu over to tbo Pro- 
vince without tho sacrllico of priueiplo or 
the relaxation of tho railwivy bo::d. They 
have restored tho orodit of the Province 
by iloatin^ at par a loan of 8350,000 bear- 
ing interest at seven per cent. Thoy have 
iodigaantly spurned every o£fer to dispoMj 
of debentures at less than their fuco. 
They have abolished the unjust acroa^'o 
tax on laud and substituted a light and 
equitable adva/or«n tax. They have creat- 
ed a revenue and placed tbe Province in a 
slate of financial independence of Canailu 

• by the imposition of a light and equitable 
real and personal property tax. They 
hare struck a hard blow at land-^jrabbing 
by taxing wild lands. They havo abolish- 
ed tho Fourth Portfolio. They havo rt- 
storod the road tolli^, and are now engaged 
in rebuilding ro.ids that ttio nngli'Ct of 
thoir pri'deci!SHOi-8 liad sulli-rud to 
sink into decay. Thoy havo passod 
a new jricbaol Act which streugih 
ens and reaffirms tho grand prin- 
ciple of free secular educaticm. They 
have imposed a special tax fur the snp- 
port of oducatiouul institutions, bolievim; 
that it cuHts IcHS to odiu'ate tlio young 
than tn c-lutho ami fo'^d i;i-inii mils. Tlioy 
havo r.;st()re(l tho right of friinchiso to 
scores of "good uien and true," who wen; 
deprived of ihal privilege by an unjust 
Act passed by their predecessors. Tik y 
have reformed tbe Munioipalitien bv tak 
ing the olioico of officers out of the liaiiils 
of Chinese and plaoing it in thoso of while 
rutep lycrn. They havo pluuod lui embar- 
go on tho indi-'criiniiiiito granting cf 
liquor licenses. Thoy huvo riservoil to 
the Government tho rii?hl of auditing tho 
accounts of Municipalities lor the bbitor 
protection of ralepayers. They have re- 
fused to give ■ Chiuiimen employment 
on public works. They Imvo introilueed a 
Bysteni of cbeclis in tho oxpundil uni of 
public monies by ollicors throughout the 
Proviiicii tl<at will rt^ndcr fraud almost 
an inipoasibility. And, lastly, thoy have 
introducid eflkioacy into every de- 
partment of the i)ublio service, and , have 
(Uscharged the public buainoss with a 
iidi'litv a)id patriotism that challongo- 
the adunration and win encoiniiuiiH 
from tho unwilling lips of opponoiitH.

The "Times" saya editorially last 
week there died every day in New 
York above 100 babiea under ouo year. 
This ia a monstrous and inexcusable 
sacrifice of infant life and after all al- 
lowance has been mudo ou score of 
climate it is simply a disgrace to our 
civilization. Ninoty-uiuo per cent, of 
mortality occurred in tenement houses. 

The 'Times' has the following ac- 
count of a scone in tho House to-day: 
Townseiul's speech was enjoyed and 
froipieiitly apjilaudod by representa- 
tives. Cox deiiicLl be had been n 
supporter of Tweed aud gave the 
Democrats of New York great credit 
for driving bad men out of their pai'ty 
who defended men detected iu crime, 
and punished those who dragged evil- 
doers to light. Ho was evidently 
Hiiiartiiig under 'J'owiiseud's remarks 
and was not so happy as usual in bis 
ropliea.

In 
tho iron districts grc.-at depression in 
trade aiipears likely to culminate in dis- 
astrous financial oonippcations. Rumors 
aro calculated that the bills of a well 
l-.nown linn have beon .sent back from the 
bank. 'I'lu! lirm, besides boiiigi.im^ of the 
liirgest iu the irou industry, is also a 
gigantic financial concern ond on its 
aarety df ponds tho existence of a number 
of others. A priviito meeting of the prin- 
cipal iron-masters of the district waa held 
yesterday and it is intended praotic- 
able to convert the firm into a stock co. 
and by this means meet the exigencies of 
th(! case. 

London, July 18.— It is reported that 
England lias declared her readiness to 
join in tbo agreement )f the two Emper- 
ors on conditions including the preserva- 
tion of Turkey, except such jirovincos as 
are able to efl'eet tlioir own liberty. 

NnwcASTi,!-;, July 18. — (leo. H'orcliel's 
steam mill and several houses at Nilsoii 
were hurued yostertlay.

LoNDO.s-, July 17. -Tho Times' special 
from Calcutta suys tho exchange question 
occupies public attonlion to almost entire 
exclusion of other topics. ^Vhether tho 
lowest jioint has been roaclied, whether 
tho depression will be permanent or tem- 
porary, and whether uiiy, and If so what, 
remedy is po.ssililu aro tiio main subjects 
of coiiversalion among all classes. The 
rate iajiow a fraction above la. tid. per 
rupee, HO that remitting small sums coats 
about iio per cent. Largo sums cost 
slightly less. Tho government loss will 
nearly o(iual the gain from the oi)ium re- 
venue. Except tho mutiny this is the 
worst crius in Auglo-Indinu history and 
there are few instances anywhere of a cal- 
amity so crushing and so general. If tho 
depression continues it will probably pa- 
ralizo tho import trade. The problem 
hefure the Indian Government calls for 
the most anxious consideration and if tho 
depression is to be permanent it will re- 
solve itself into a question of how to stave 
ofT national bankruptcy.
